Then, Too, He Had an Obstinate Per­ 
sonality That Endowed Him With a 
Positive Genius For Putting Himself 
In the Worst Possible Light. 


Tho choleric John Ad Jims had been 
president for more than two years, but 
uh long as Washington lived tJit* coun­ 
try refused to look upon any one cb*? 
us its real head. 
The way of the transgressor may be 
hard Indeed, hut it Is a path of roses 
compared with the thorny road the suc­ 
cessor to a popular idol must tread, and 
when one reads the frankly expressed 
opinion of Adams' party friends aud 
party enemies otto's sympathies go out 
to tho man upon whom Washington's 
presidential mantle fell. 
"His superfluous highness” vvns the 
title the Opposition liatl suggested for 
him iii the day* when discussion raged 
as to what Hie high officials of the gov­ 
ernment vvere to btl called. 
Ile had 
great learning, groat patriotism and an 
unquenchable spirit, hut overlying aud 
enveloping them all was a positive 
genius for tieing aud saying untactful 
tilings, tor appearing ut the wurst pos­ 
sible advantage.

Child Labor Day is Sunday. J a n u ­ 
ary 23.

Brainerd union men and the 
public generally are asked to help 
by making public the provisions of 
the national child labor bill known

1.

The employment of children 
under the age of sixteen years more 
than eight hours In any day, or more 
than six days in one week. or before 
the »’t:v cf 7 a. rn. or after the hour 
of 7 p. in. of any day. 
“ The provisions of this bill are 
humane and just." says Hem line R. 
Konig, secretary and treasurer of the 
Minnesota Child Labor Committee, 
“and arc already incorporated in the 
laws of our state.
